One of ‘the most noticenble things 
lacking in Switzerland | is heat, 
Homes are ‘allowed heat, but only 2 
art -of the normal amount, Almost 
all houses hove double’ doors and 
windows which’ are not supposed to 
be ‘opened even at night, so as to 
keep in what heat tiere ts 
: In.most hotels and pensions there 
are certain days ‘in. the week when 
you can have hot water-—usually 
Saturday and Sunday. If you are 
lucky cnough. to find a house ‘with 
electric heating, hot water Is,no pro- 
piem—otherwise the Saturday night 
bath fs an old Swiss custom to which 
you must. perforce conform. : 

Hot food ig unobtainable before 
nine in the morning and after nine 
at night, For those who eat in 
restaurants, the restrictions on food 
are not as annoying: as for: people 
who eat at home, Cream, for 
stance, is easy to gct in cafes, but 
the housewife cannot buy cream at 
a grocery store. Bread, which is 
brown, must be kept 48 hours before 
belng ‘sold. However, bakeries are 
full of delicacies weighing Jess than 
100 grammes which'can be sold fresh.

California are under the most stringent surveillance to prevent nossible sabotage of 


planes being. built for the United States ‘and Britain. 
Even executives of aircraft companies must follow closely the rules laid down: by military 


intelligence officers assigned to guard these key industrial units. 
Recently Robert Gross, president of Lockheed Aircraft Company, was stopped. in his own 
plant and forced to don a badge identifying him asa company employes before he was ‘permitted 


_to_go_through the factory. _ 


In_ addition to Army and Navy 


intelligence officers by the! 


score, Federal Bureau of Investigation. agents, private police and 
British intelligence agents are on guard against saboteurs. 
‘Every major aeroplane factory in Southern California has orders 
from Britain for fighting or trajning planes, and at. each eset 
the British Purchasing Commission hag set-up its own offices to 
check every step in.the building of the planes. 


Carl A. Cover,. vico “president 
of the Douglas Aircraft Com- 
pany, recently announced, in 
answer to reports that the Dies 
Committee had predicted an out- 
break of sabotage on the West 
Coast, that every possible pre- 
caution wag being taken by 
military intelligence officers. 


A source close to the aircraft in- 
dustry revenled that the danger of 
sabotage !s minimised through de- 
centralised mass production ond close 
employee supervision.

Daring Raid In ‘The 
Libyan’ Desert 


(DY GORDON YOUNG, “REUTER 
SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT) 


CAIRO, Jan, 28.—While the British 
imperial forces were carrying all 
before them In thelr drive. along. the 
Libyan coast, Free French troops, it 
Is learned, carried out 2 daring and 
successful raid on a strategically im- 
portant group of oases in the heart 
of the Libyan desert. . 

In the middle of January, a small 
Free French force, druwn from the 
crack Camel Corps and cquipped also 
with mechanised transport which had 


secretly been .assembled behind. the) 


frontier of French Equatorial Africa, 
began a 300-mile journey across the 
desert waste. They were moving up 
for an uttack on the capital of the 
‘oases at Fezzon, which the IJtallans 
were using as an afr base to keep 
watch over Free ‘French territories 
in Equatorial Africa. : 

; Surprise. Attack 

Travelling nearly 100 miles a dity, 
the French force escaped observation 
from the alr and took the Itallan 
-sorrlson. completoly-by-surpriso.—Tho 
Italians were 500 - strong and the 
French troops, corisisting of soldiers 
from the Tibest! and Taureg Saharan 
tribes under French ofcers and non- 
commissioned officers ‘and command- 
ed by Lt-Col Colonna Dornano, were 
greatly outnumbered, Nevertheless 
the Italiang immediately withdrew 
into the fort in. the centre of. the 
town, leaving the Free French to 
destroy. at will the aerodrome, han. 
gars, workshops and other Installa- 
tlons toxether with a number of ait- 
craft on the: ground. 

The French carried on the work 
of destruction unhindered throughout 
thé day while the enemy remained 
beliind the walls of the fort. . 
French withdrew, at nightfall, their 
work finished, but Lt Col Dornano fell 
victim to a sniper’s bullet. 

Very ‘few of the French were 
wounded and they have brought baci 
4 score of Italian prisoners.

Difficulties Being Countered 
The war's effect on the running of the ‘Scottish Zoological 


Park was the subject of an address by Lord Salvesen at the first 
mecting of the season of the Zoological Park Lunchcon Club re-

Lord Salvesen said that for the first time they were appre- 


elating the full effects of wartime in'carrying on the Zoo. The 
income for the first six months of the year for the past fiye ycars 
averaged £12,907, but this year the takings, were £5,300. 


The manngement had tried to 
meet the diflicult situation in 
_ various’ ways. The staff had 
been reduced, and a number of 
animals which could ‘easily be 
replaced -at the termination of 
the war had been disposed of. 

They had been able to counter the 

. diMcultier to a certain extent by Mr 
Gillesple's adoption scheme, which 
had had a fair measure of surcess. 
A sum of £600 hnd been promiscd 
er given for the feeding of the 
adopted animals, There were, how~ 
ever, plenty of animals yet requiring 
tfosterparents, 

Lord Salveren said he had thought 
of another method of helping. Any- 
body who had a garden would have 
a lorge amount of surplus material 
in’ tho way of cabbage leaves or the 
leaves of other, succulent vegetables, 
These would ba very useful to the 
Zoo, ond they would bo willing to go 
round and collect a sackful from any 
person no ca 

Wolves Complaint 

Lord Salvesen gave on interesting 
plece of information when he .re~ 
ferred to the fact that fifteen wolves 
had been disposed off in deference to 
complaints of thelr being nolsy and 
the danger Sf they escaped during an 
air raid. Tho animals, he said, were 
tame ‘and very timorous, and never 
atticked a person single-handed. 

Lord Salvesen stressed the valuc 
of the'Zoo. He did not know of any 
other outdoar recreation that was 
comparable to a visit tg the Zoo, 
From the ‘start of the war they had 
thrown open their doors to every 

_ person In unfform, and 20,000 unl- 
formed persons had alrendy entered 
the Zoo free of charge.
